The friends of that department of
public education in New York city com-
monly known as the “high school” to
distinguish it from the grammar grade,

The existence of the high schools (s
threatened by Tummany, which is nat-
urally and consistently opposed to any
form of higher sdueation. The con-
templated assaul, however, b In the
direction of imparing their efMclency |
rather than an immediate exterming-
tion.

The staff of teachers In culture
and charmcter will compare favorably
with the torps of instructors In many
universitics. The standard s too high
for Tammany, It proposes to drive out
the expert teachers—alnlity which came
Into the schools under the adminlstra-
tion of Mayor Strong. The places are
to be opened to Tammany spollsmen
for the reward of party henchmen,
